WILSON TOO 


TO GREET FOCH: 
ALL CHEER HIM 


General Is Lionized 
in Capital. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 29—Marshal 
Foch, soldier of France and citizen of 
the world, today received through Pres- 
ident Harding and other high govern- 
ment officials the official thanks of 
the American people for having led its 
sons to victory in the world war. 

Following a luncheon at the White 
House at which he was the guest of 
honor, the marshal drove down to the 
‘residence of former President Wilson 
to pay his respects. He was met by 
John Randolph Bolling, Mrs. Wilson's 
brother, who expressed regret that the 
former president was too ill to receive 
him. Marshal Foch withdrew after 
making his compliments and leaving 
his card. 

Wilson Confined to His Bed. 

It was learned that the former presi- 
dent was confined to his bed, having 
suffered an acute attack of indigestion. 
He is attended by his physician, Rear 
Admiral Grayson. Tonight Dr. Gray- 
son said Mr. Wilson's condition was 
such as to make rest and quiet neces- 
sary. 

A report that Mr. Wilson denied him- 
self to his distinguished guest becatise 
he was of a mind to keep himself en 
tirely aloof from any appearance of 
engaging in the arms limitation con- 
ference was denied. 

In fact, it is Mr. Wilson's plan, if 
his health permits, to attend the Armi- 
stice day celebration on Nov. 11, and 
it is rumored that he expects to issue 
a staterment about that time on the 
paramount international issues. 

All Washington in Welcome. 

Unofficial Washington, represented 
by the man in the street, the clerks in 
the government offices, and the women 
at home, joined in paying tribute 
to the distinguished -French soldier, 
who declared that he was deeply im- 
pressed with the warmth of his greet- 
‘ing. Cheering crowds greeted him 
everywhere, 

The marshal accepted the homage 
paid him with becoming modesty. His 
right hand frequently came to his 
cap in salute and smiles played across 
his features. He accepted the requests 
of newspaper and motion picture pho- 
tographers, who trailed him every- 
where, with good grace, but always 
seemed to breathe a sigh of relief 
vyhen these formalities were over.

Are Beaten in 


North Dakota 


Fargo, N. D., Oct. 29.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]—For the first time in 
the history of the United States the 
people of a state have recalled the gov- 
ernor whom they had elected. Like- 
wise they have repudiated the radical 
Nonpartisan league, which has ruled 
the state for several years. 

Gov. Lynn J. Frazier. Nonpartisan 
league candidate, who was put at the 
head of this commonwealth for three 
consecutive times, today was thrown 
out of office by the electorate, who had 
had five years of experience with the 
platform and policies of the Nonparti- 
san party. 

The recall of the governor, Attorney 
General William Lemke, and Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture and Labor J. N. 
Hagan was conceded tonight by the 
Fargo Courier-News, official paper of 
the league in North Dakota. ' 

‘Narrow Victory for I. V. A. 

The admission came after unofficial 
returns from approximately 1,800 of 
the 2,086 precincts in the state had 
shown a majority of 13,000 for R. A. 
Nestos, the Independent Voters’ as- 
sociatien gubernatorial candidate. Even

Text of Board’s Statement. 


“Phe railroad labor board's statement, 
which was headed with the names of 
the “Big Five” organizativns as 

the Ann Arbor Railroad com- 
pany et al. It was termed Decision 

No, 99 and declares: 

“While for convenience and -identifi- 
ation this proceeding is numbered, 
gocketed and styled as above set out, 
# is in substance and fact an inquiry 
and proceeding instituted and _ con- 
ducted by the board on its own motion 
under the provisions of the statute. 

“The subject and impelling cause of 
the inquiry was the threatened gener- 
ai strike of the employés comprising 
the membership of the above named 
labor organizations on practically all 
the first class railroad lines in the 
United States, which, if it had culmi- 
nated, would have resulted in a nation- 
a] calamity of incalculable magnitude. 

Defines Board’s Purpose. 

“It was the purpose of the board 
i develop the causes and true facts 
and conditions to the end tnat all 
possible measures might be taken to 
avert the disaster.

These facts rend@r it unnecessary for 
the board to make any further orders 
on or about this matter, and move it to 
congratulate the parties directly in- 
terested and the public most vitally 
and profoundly interested on this re- 
turn to industrial peace, triumph of 
the reign of law, and the escape from 
this national disaster. 
“But at this time, and while the 
matter is so intensely before the minds 
of all, the board deems it expedient 
and proper to make its rulings and 
psition on some of the points involved 
clear that no ground for any mis- 
wierstanding can hereafter exist.

Repeats Charge in Sacco 
Vanzetti Case. 


Dedham, Mass., Oct. 29.—Judge Web- 
| ster Thayer, tonight denounced as 
“ absolutely false” reports which he 
_gaid had been published overseas that 
the*jury at the trial of Nicalo Sacco 
and Bartolomeo Vanzetti, convicted of 
a double murder during a highway rob- 


_bery at South Braintree last year, was 
instructed that it must convict them 


because they.were Italians and radi- 
cals. 


Immediately after he had continued 
for a week the hearing for a new trial 
for the men, who since their conviction 
have been the subjects of bomb, speak- 
-ing, and marching demonstrations in 
_Europe and South America, Judge 
|Thayer read his statement. 


Armed Officers on Guard. 


In the Norfolk county court house, 
/under the heaviest armed surveillance 
in its history, with mounted state con- 
stabulary patrolling the vicinity, mo- 
| torcycle policemen held in reserve, and 
,a score of uniformed Boston policemen 
| with riot guns stationed about the 
structure and grounds, Judge Thayer 
said: 
_ “These cases seem to have assumed 
‘a state, national and international in- 
terest. Overseas a statement was pub- 
lished that the presiding justice 
(Judge Thayer) said to the jury that 


| 


they were Italians and radicals. That 
statement was absolutely false. That 
was published through ignorance or 
malice. 


Defense Raised Question. 

“IT have labored to Keep out of this 
case every reference to anarchy or 
radicalism of any kind, and succeeded 
in keeping it out until Mr. Vanzetti 
himself took the witness stand. 

“The defense raised the issue of 
whether the consciousness of guilt, 
said to have been shown by these de- 
fendants, was consciousness of guilt 
of the crime of which they were ac- 
cused or consciousness of guilt of rad- 
icalism, with a fear of deportation from 
this country. 

“‘T want it made clear that I stated 
to the jury in my charge: 

“*TIn the administration of our laws, 
criminal or civil, there is and should 
be no discrimination between classes of 
society. 


No Class Distinction. 


“*inder our law all classes, poor or 
rich, learned or illiterate, radical or 
conservative, foreign or native born, 
enjoy the same rights and privileges. 
I therefore beseech you not to allow 
the fact that these defendants are 
Italians to influence you. They have 
the same rights as though their ances- 
tors came over in the Mayflower.’ 

“I make this statement because I 
feel that in view of what is happening 
abroag# and because of the situation 
that may exist the people of this com- 
monwealth should know the statement 
that their servant made to the jury in 
the trial of these cases.”’

Quakes Rock Many Parts 
of South America.

awoke several volcanoes, and changed 
peep physical aspect of the landscape 
in a large area of southern Chile. 
| A quake was felt clear across Argen- 
tina at 10 o’clock last night, including 
‘the cities of Cordoba, Rosario,. and 
Buenos Aires. The quake was unusu- 
‘ally violent at Cordoba, where it was 
preceded by loud subterranean noises. 
Exactly twenty-seven years ago, Oct. 


of the mbdst violent -arthquakes in 
Argentina’s history, 
Accompanied by Lightning. 
Last Monday night there was a se- 
vere quake throughout central Chile, 


violent lightning and atmospheric phe- 
nomena.,. 

A few days previously there was a 
strong quake in northern Chile em- 
bracing Arica and Iquipue. 

Misses Regular Quake Zones. 

Last night’s earthquake, caused by 
an east to west earth movement, was 
not. felt in Mendoza, which usually 
feels any earthquake in Argentina. 
Monday’s quake embraced only the 
Chilean zone. between Santiago and 


Atacama, 
As last year’s disturbances 


were 
southward from the route of the trans- 
Andine railway, the indications are 
that the new disturbances were caused 
by the settling of the Andes northward.

LEGION REPORT |

Kansas City, Mo., Oct. 29.—Practical 
exclusion of the Japanese immigrant

CONFERENCE. . 


If America’s hope for permanent settlement of 
Pacific problems, limitation of armaments, and a/| 
long period of peaceful prosperity is to material: | 
’ ize through the coming conference at Washington | 
| 4. it is essential that we approach that conference | 
7 4 | with as perfect an understanding as possible of | 
the Japanese viewpoint. That country, just as | 
this, properly seeks some benefit from the confer- | 
ence. It Will not willingly subscribe to a decision 
without benefit. What, then, does it seek? That 
may be divided roughly under two heads—what 
Japan requires and what Japan desires. 


It requires life and the means of life. It desires | 
opportunity to realize its national aspirations, and | 
the history of the last “quarter century indicates 
that this means territorial expansion, supported | 
by political, military, and commercial power. Ob- | 
viously, what it requires will admit of few restric- 
tions. We must recognize this. We must admit 
that Japan is so greatly overcrowded that it 1s 
impossible for the country even to feed its popula- | 
tion from its own food production. It must either | 
be put in the way of becoming a manufacturing , 
nation, such as England, in order that the popu- 
lace can buy necessities with the products of their 
labor, or it must be allowed to expand into other | 
lands less crowded and more productive. That. 
much must be recognized as the irreducible min- | 
imum of Japanese requirements. That will always 
be in the forefront of Japanese demands. We may 
as well admit it and grant it. 


But how is it to be granted? Japan In the last 
twenty-five years has attempted to use both the 
manufacturing and territorial expansion methods. 
She has sought to develop manufactures chiefly 
by obtaining access to raw materials, most im- 
portant ,of which are coal and iron, in China, and 
to find room for her excess population in Siberia, | 
Manchuria, Corea, Formosa, and Saghalin, not to 
mention the Hawaiian islands and the west coast 
of America. We can grant that she needs both 
materials and expansion, but we need not grant 


that she should accomplish her purpose in exactly | 
the manner she has laid down for herself. This | 
brings us to the second point—what Japan desires. 


It will be the duty of our representatives in the | 
conference to differentiate between these two | 
points. They can say to Japan: ‘“‘ We admit your | 
needs as an overcrowded country which must have 
work to feed its people; we recognize that raw | 
materials are essential to such work and we have. 
no objection to your obtaining. such materials, , 
from China or elsewhere, by ordinary commercial | 
methods, without barring other nations from_ the | 
same sources of supply. In fact, we will aid and 
support you in the enterprise. But we will not 
subscribe to a policy under which you can make 
China a political dependeney, seize her mines, rule 
her people, and exclude other nations from trade 
there.”

try to advertise cancer to the people of 


the United States and Canada. 

This deadly enemy is working all the 
time. The harm it does is of the greatest 
importance. As an enemy it is secret and 
subtle as well as deadly. 
sidious and underhanded as are the spies 
and propaganda agents from unfriendly 
nations, 

It cannot work to good advantage ex- 
cept in the dark. It is at its best when 
people are unsuspecting, careless, indif- 
ferent or ignorant. When the corners are 
flooded with lifht, it loses much of its 
power for harm. Spies and propaganda 
agents make little headway when every- 


In recent years, when consumption, 
typhoid fever, smallpox, and other dis- 
eases have been dwindling away, cancer 
has been increasing its toll. It may be 
that the average of human life has been 
so much extended that millions are now 
reaching the cancer age who would have 
died in early youth under the old order. 
It may be that people are more honest 
about it now and call a spade a spade— 
call a cancer by its right name instead 
of saying they have a “ tumor,” a “ per- 
sisting ulcer,”’ or some other term used 
to gloss over. The factyremains that can- 
cer is on the increase, let the explamation 
be what it may.

Depressed wages make low buying 
power, followed by lag in retail sales, 
small demand on manufacturers and 
wholesalers, all of which has resulted 
in present depressed rail traffic. 

Costs made high by inflated wages 
make trade lag just as it will if sales 
are made slow by depressed wages. 
Wages are costs to industry and are 
intimately associated with evegy step 
from raw materials to finished products 
in the hands of consumers. Any gen- 
eral increase or decrease in wages re- 
sults in increased or decreased standard 
wage, therefore neither instance can be 
of general benefit to labor. 

Big business to make consumers good 
consumers-must standardize their buy- 


ing power—which thing past concuct of’ 


industry and business has failed to do— 
by coéperating with all workers in bring- 
ing about such amendments to the laws 
having to do with the economy of in- 
dustry and commerce as to privilege all 
workers, both mental and manual, to 


share and share alike’in the net-profit 


(product or wealth) of the industry in 
which they work as they produce it. 
Then they would find that the buying 
power of the mass ofgworkers would keep 
pace with any change in cost of pro- 
duction and cost of products to consum- 
ers. That while retaining inviolate the 
economy of the present corporation sys- 
tem of production, they would have re- 
habilitated the democracy and economic 
efficiency of pre-corporation times.

PROTECTIVE ROOFS FOR

that the most heavily armored warships 
may be destroyed in a few seconds by 
an accurately aimed bomb, Containing 
from one to two tons of T. N. T. dropped 
from an airplane. A

bombs would slide or glance off inte the 
sea at a safe distance from the side of 
the ship without exploding. Even tifa 
bomb were to explode upon grazing the 
roof the results would still be infinitely 
less destructive than if that terrific ex- 
plosion occurred upon the actual deck of 
the ship. :

KING 
FINALLY AGREES 
WEAR 


PARIS, Oct. 29.—After weeks of ne- 
gotiations King Alexander of Jugo- 


Slavia has finally consented to give up 
the bright lights of Paris for the crown 
that awaits him at Belgrade. Travel- 
ing incognito, King Alexander left 
Paris today, We was accompanied by 
Nikola Pachitch, premier and minister 
of foreign affairs. 

King Alexander’s aversion to return- 
ing to Belgrade for his coronation has 
furnished Paris for weeks with its 
spiciest bit of gossip. .There were nu- 
merous explanations—the wiles of a 
beautiful Parisian, the lure of the 
brightly lighted cafés and rich wines of 
Paris, and the fears of new bombs or 
revolution in Jugo-Slavia. 

Three weeks ago a close friend of the 
king announced that Alexander had 


firmly refused M. Pachitch’s entreaties 
to return to Belgrade. The premier 
refused, however, to go home without 
the king, an continued here, even in 
the face of the Hungarian crisis. 


Premier’s Entreaties Finally Win. 


The king and his prime minister 
have been in conference daily for the 
last week at Versailles, where the 
young monarch has been stopping. To- 
day the premier spent the morning 
with the king and finally gained his 
agreement to return to Jugo-Slavia 
after an absence of several months, 
duriftg which’ period occurred the death 
of King Peter and the proclamation of 
Alexander, who had been prince regent, 
as the successor to the throne. 

Premier Pachitch telephoned to Paris 
at noon that the king was about to 
return and that the baggage of his 
entourage should be prepared for its 
departure. The news was so unex- 
pected, however, that most the 
household and the gsecretari found 
themselves unable to leave this eve- 
ning. They will later follow the king 
and the premier, who left for Belgrade 
at 5:40 o'clock this afternoon.

world opened fire on the special pro- 
vision applying to China, denouncing it 
as in effect a subsidy. After prolonged 
discussion action on the amendment 
was deferred until Monday. , 

The senate failed to make much 
progress during the day and when ad- 
journment was finally taken the lead- 
ers admitted that the tax bill could 
not be passed earlier than the middle of 
next week. The general opinion is 
that the senate will be doing well if it 
passes the bill by Saturday.

When the question of giving Carpen.- 
tier a bout came up 1 recommended 
Greb as the best man availakle in his 
class, and the suggestion was received 
coldly. A few days later it was an- 
nounced that Carpentier would fight 
Battling Levinsky. The outcome 
showed that the Frenchman’s support- 
ers were taking no chances. They 
knew Bat Levinsky was all through as 
a first class "boxer and that he’d be

Greb is a small light heavyweight. 
He might possibly make the modern 
middleweight limit of 160 pounds. For 
all that he is a powerful, stocky fellow 
—a heavyweight in everything but tip- 
ping the scales. He is like some of 
the great welters and middlweights of 
a few years ago who fought all the big 
heavyweights, and his short stature— 
only 5 feet 8 inches—has been no handi- 
cap to him in the ring. 

Has Good Record. 

Harry Greb is 27 years old and has 
been fighting eight years. He has met 
a lot of the best heavyweights in the 
country, among them Billy Miske, Bob 
Moha, Bat Levinsky, Jack Dillon, Gun- 
boat Smith, Bill Brennan, and Bob 
Roper. He knocked out Gunboat Smith 
in a round last year. To show what 
he can do with a fast, clever man, he 
knocked out Young Ahearn in a round 
back in 1917, when Ahearn was good. 
He beat Bob Roper twice. 

In 1919 Greb beat Bill Brennan in 
fifteen rounds’ and fought him three 
times more in no decision bouts. He 
thinks he can beat Brennan any time, 
and the tough fight Bill gave Dempsey 
didn’t shake Greb’s confidence. He’s 
always looking for a Brennan match. 

As a middleweight Harry made a re- 
markable record, fighting all the best 
of them. ‘He has beaten Frank Man. 
tell, Buck Crouse, Knockout Brown, 


Chip, Augie Ratner, Zulu Kid, Bob 
Moha, Frank Carbone, Joe Borrell, Leo 
Houck, and a raft of others, many with 
knockouts. He has fought no decision 
bouts with Mike Gibbons, Jeff Smith, 
Soldier Bartfield, Eddie McGoorty, and 
any number of others. |

He has met and 
knocked out a number of heayy- 
weights, big tough fellows, many of 
them, amd has cut nearly every en- 
gagement short with a clean punch in 
two or three rounds. 

Gibbons’ fighting weight is about 172 
pounds, which is seven pounds above 
Greb’s favorite notch, Tom is a couple 
of inches taller than Greb, has a longer 
reach, and has lately: become a more 
expert deliverer of the K. O. punch.

N the evolution of the: house plan, 
the hall—which in olden times 
was the main room—hasgs now co:.- 
monly become a mere passageway. 

it is seldom the house place or living 
room, but has detached itself, and in 
become reduced to a 
minimum, 


The living room functions as a field 
of friend: :.ip, hall as an introd:c- 
tion. Just the same, in this conven- 
tional world of ours proper introduc- 
tion has importance of its -~n Tew 
of us have the felicity of dictating the 
architecture of our entrance hall, but 
we can all indicate the sort of people 


we are by its furnishing. 


Recognizing the fact, when it does 
obtain, that the hall is a passage, the 
best mode of procedure is to f° -'‘tate 
the passing by keeping the passage 
clear and not attempting to block it up 
with furniture. We must remember 
that not merely one or two people but 
groups of them will be passing. This’ 
is. particularly true when a little party 
is-breaking up. Groups that are start- 
ing away at the same time should not 
be made to feel that they Must squeeze 
their way #£=The. walls. how- 
ever, must be* made interesting, and 
s0 must the lighting effect, but be- 
ware of over furnishing in a zealous 
attempt at coziness. 


The modern hall is not looked upon 
as a cloakroom. A _ closet -should be 
provided for cloaks awd hats. Old 
fashioned hat racks are an abomina- 
tion. Yet sometimes it is difficult to 
dispose of them. 

This was a problem to be dealt *with 
in the furnishing of a certain frater- 
nity house. The built-in hat rack was 
an eyesore, yet hat and coat spate 
was badly needed. We hit upon the 
expedient of building in a tall deco- 
rative four fold screen, attaching one 
side of it to the wall permanently so 
that it couldn’t fall down or be pushed 
out of place. The screen unfolded not 
only effectively concealed the hat 
rack but shut off so much of the nar- 
row back hall that more hooks for 
coats and hats were added there by 
grace of its concealment. 

It was made on frames six feet 
high and eighteen inches wide cov- 
ered with blue canvas. Near the top 
of each panel was appliqued a motif 
of colorful flowers cut from the chin‘z 
employed in making slin vers for 
the tig leather chairs in the living 
room. | 

Another feature of the hall that 
needed rejuvenating wasea stained 
glass window with a rounded top that 
was built into the wall half way up 
the stairs. In its day it was very 
grand, but we decided to simplify it. 
We treated the arch like a fan tran- 
som, with fitted drapery of thin silk, 
the folds converging to the center 
of the lower line, and below this line 
we hung a pair of silk curtains. As 
blue and gold are thé fraternity’s col- 
ors, we made the draperies, as well as 
all of the curtains on the living room 
floor, of old gold silk edged with a 
narrow trimming of cadet blue. Cadet 
blue and old gold are the predominat- 
ing colors throughout. Cadet blue 
velveteen covers the ample window 
seats at the multitude of windows. Ac- 
cidents of intense color, introduced by 
means of pillows and other °-*c:sor- 
ies, are of flame color, lemon, burgun- 
dy, and Italian blue, with just a touc!

THE WAISTLINE IS IGNORED.

ARIS.—[Special Correspondence.] 
—Certainly most of the new wrin- 
kles in fashion concern them- 
selves with or are traceable to 
the waistline.

“Nice People's” cheery d@nouement, which contrasts so strangely with 
the note of sophistication on which the play begins, recalls the case of “ Miss 
Lulu Bett” and the tinkering to which its final 
scene was subjected. Zona Gale’s novel, whence the 
play is derived, had what is customarily called an 
unhappy ending. When the play was in process of 
making the unhappy windup was retained, but it 
was soon found that such a conclusion wouldn’t do 
for the theater, and so the drab and overworked 
household menial—who, in the novel, contracts a 
marriage which proves invalid and later marries 
another—is made in the play to find happiness in 
the arms of her first and only husband.

_ “The happy ending is one of the most curious

back, purring kittenishly, to her own fireside, thus 
reducing Ibsen to absurdity. = 

“What puzzles most, perhaps, is not the neces 
sity for a happy ending, but the narrowness of 
the definition ‘happy.’ Thus any play which ends with a promise of mar 
riage is considered to have a happy ending—or, more generally, any play 
ending up with an embrace. If the handsomest actor does not get the prettiest 
actress the play thereby ends unhappily and becomes a tragedy. And that is 
a@ serious libe! on life as most of us know it. The tragic truth is that getting 
the girl is not infrequently the beginning rather than the end of trouble. I 
would not go so far as the cynic who sald the reason comedies end with 
marriage is that tragedy begins there; but, nine chances out of ten, if we 
could follow the marital fortunes of Lulu and Ninian, we should find the erst 
| while Miss Bett longing for the dear old days of her spinsterhood.”

OOL growers in eighteen states are reviving the spirit of the old time 
husking and quilting bees by joining in the pooling of this year’s crop 
of wool. The movement is gradually growing. For the last three 
years it has furnished real competition-for the country wool buyer and 

has greatly improved the fleece growers’ market. | 

Illinois farmers go one step farther than marketing. They have revived 
the old pioneer days of the homespun blanket by pooling their wool through 
the state farm bureau and having some of the fleeces made inte blankets, 
automobile robes, and wool bats. All three of these articles are made frem 
the wool grown on their own farms at manufacturing cost. The idea is ow 
well liked that many orders were received thie fall before the samples were 
ready to send out. 

The project of furnishing the farmers tn this state with blankets from 
wool grown on their >wn farme—just as in the days when they scoured, carded, 
spun, and wove their own biankets—began last winter, partly as a result of 
the poor market for woo] at that time. Approximately 100,000 pounds of the 
1,500,000 pounds of last year’s clip was used in making biankets, robes, and bats. 


Winter Looms Will Be Busy.. 

More than 6,700 blankets, 500 automobile robes, and huge quantities of 
wool bats went back to the wool growers from theit 1920 clip. Samples were 
sent out to the farmers a few days ago, orders are pouring in, and during the 
winter looms will be kept busy. 

The project in this state is being handled through the marketing depart- 
ment of the Illinois Agricultural association, which is furnishing double 
blankets, 72x84 inches, six pounds In weight, for fourteen pounds of grease 
wool of the medium clothing grade and $5.50 in cash or wool to cover manufac- 
turing and factory charges. Bureau members who have no wool tn the pool 
are furnished blankets at $10 and nonmembers get them for $12. 

About 60 per cent of the wool grown in this state is said to be marketed 
through the pool—amounts in the different counties varying from 25 to 90 per 
cent. The pool is looked upon as an excellent example of what farmers can 
accomplish by oodperating in the marketing of their products. Last year, for 
instance, the prices paid for wool sold In this way were from 3 to 15 cents a 
pound more than what was paid by local buyers to those who did not pool their 
wool, according to reports of farm advisers. . 


Rewards for High Grade Fleece. 7 

The prices local buyers are offering this year range from 8 to 12 cents a 
pound. Very little of the wool in this year’s pool has been sold, but growers 
expect to get at least 20 cents. 

A farmer in Lee county sold his last spring's clip of high grade wool for 
20 cents.a pound to a loca] mill, and that same grade is quoted at 35 cents. 
The tendency among local buyers is to pay about the same price for all grades, 
but in the pool the wool is graded and the grower is rewarded for producing 
a high grade fleece and keeping it in good condition. | 

A decrease in the number of sheep in this state and the urgent need for 
money means that less wool is in the pool this year. There are 40 per cent less 
sheep in Illinois this year than last, according to the bureau's survey. This 
decrease has been caused by several factors. The first blow to the sheep indus- 
try was the fall in prices of wool in May last year; the second was the raise 
in freight rates and then a slump in the price of all farm products, making it 
difficult for the feeder and breeder to meet his obligations. Breeding ewes were 
sold. In some cases breeders sold every sheep they had until the number of 
preeding ewes have been cut down from 15 to 20 per cent.

Chicago Meets Strike Threat w'th 


Paved Highways and Motor Fleets , 


By J. L. Jenkins. 


HICAGO and Cook county stood by with 20,000 motor trucks and 170,000 


passenger cars last week to meet the transportation emergency threat- 

ened by a general railroad strike.. The mobilization was headed by 

thirty-four fully organized highway freight companies already running 
to Milwaukee, to Danville, to all points in the industrial district along the 
lake’a south shore, to Detroit and Toledo, on regular schedules. It was aug- 
inented by scores of commercial! fleets attached to Chicago mercantile houses, 
by the hundreds of farm vehicles which normally carry the bulk of country 
produce daily to Chicago markets, and by privately owned passenger cars ede 
quate to handle ail of the suburban passenger traffic carried into the ‘eity by 
eteam roads. 


Chicago, according to the half dozen transportation experts who worked 
out detailed plans for the emergency experiment, was sufficiently equipped to 
weather an extensive siege even if traffic halted entirely on all of ite converg- 
ing railroad lines and to keep tn direct touch with a small percentage of the 
producing territory in a 100 mile radius—that territory touched by the portien 
of the paved highway system completed to date.

This interesting motor rescue theory was based alone on ths com pleted 
paved road mileage which now makes Chicago and Cook county practically 
independent of railroad troubles in the short haul transportation field) Freight 
and passenger estimates were limited to the movement of bare negessities of 
life in the local territory, rather than national] transportation, as advocated 
by several authorities of the automobile industry.

Restricting Diet to | 
Alfalfa Dangerous 


‘Wherever alfalfa can be grown it is 
used extensively as a dairy feed. It is 
so valuable for milk cows that some 
farmers think of it as a magic feed 
and expect to get satisfactory resu!ts 
by feeding alfalfa hay alone. This is 
an unprofitable and a dangerous prac- 
tice. While alfalfa is excellent—one of 
the most valuable dairy feeds of all 
the legumes—it is insufficient when 
fed alone. | 

All classes .of live stock relish alfal- 
fa, especially dairy cows, and its value 
is due primarily to its high protein 
content. In Colorado and some of tke 
other western states where alfalfa is 
the chief roughage some of the ranch- 
men during the last few years have 
been inclined to feed it alone to their 
cows. 

B. W. Fairbanks of the Colorado Ag- 
ricultural college says that when al- 
falfa is fed alone it makes an unbal-
